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School Board 
gets plans for 
bond money

At Monday's meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, Plant 
Operations Director James Williams gave 
an in-depth presentation on plans for the 
proposed bond issue, with a little help from 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak. 

Williams presented a lengthy reporton how 
the needs of school buildings throughout 
the district could be reprioritized if the 
bond passes. 

Chart after chart showed what could be 
provided by the current sinking fund and 
what could be provided by the proposed 
$35 million bond issue that could be 
approved by voters on Nov. 5. 

Supt. Kudlak stressed the bond approval 
will result in zero tax increase, with the 
tax staying at 2.85 mills. The bonds for the 
Belleville High School construction were 
refinanced this spring and so taxpayers 
would have had a slight tax reduction had 
the board not come up with this plan to ask 
voters to continue the same millage. 

Kudlak said the bonds, if approved, 
would be sold in three phases over six 
years, not all at once. The first bond would 
pay for construction of an Early Childhood 
Education Center on the 11 acres next to 
BHS purchased from St. Anthony Catholic 
Church. The hard-surfacing of Davis Street 
would also be a part of this bond, he said. 

Williams pointed out Davis Street in that 
area now belongs to the school district. 

Kudlak said this report will be put on the 
school district website. 

In other business at Monday's one-hour- 
and-48-minute meeting, the board: 

* Removed from the agenda a 
recommendation to change the district 
policy on the way staff cell phones are

It’s almost time for the Visteon bond shortfall

Members of the Van Buren Township 
Local Development Finance Authority 
noted at their Sept. 10 meeting that the 
shortfall in the money available to pay the 
Visteon bonds would occur before the next 
meeting of the LDFA, which is Wednesday, 
Nov. 13. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
if Visteon has not made a payment to make 
up the estimated $639,157 bond shortfall, 
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“We will send them a letter shortly after 
Oct. 1.” 

The full faith and credit of the township 
is behind the Visteon bonds and the LDFA 
will not have the funds to pay the bond 
payment in full. The township has agreed 
to cover the difference to make sure the 
payment is made on time and then the 
LDFA will pay the township back in the 
future, with interest. 

The township has money set aside for 
the payment and a plan to reinstate the law 
suit against Visteon, once it can show the 
claims are “ripe” for adjudication. 

In 2003, the township issued 
$28,199 656.35 in bonds to assist Visteon 
with infrastructure in the construction of 
Visteon Village. Final payment on the 


Authority bonds is in 2032. 

John Delaney say that the LDFA has to 
keep an open mind and come together with 
LDFA member Scott Medlen of Grace 
Lake Corporate Center (the former Visteon 
Village) to set up community outreach at 
the site. 

“There’s so much to enjoy there,” 
Delaney said. “We have to show we have 
the jewel and use it,” he said of the Grace 
Lake nature trails. 

Delaney arranged a 9-11 event at Grace 
Lake last year and he said there was no 
9-11 event this year and, “It’s my fault. I 
had surgery.” He said next year there will 
be an event. 

Medlen said that someone had a bunch

District Library Board working on policy of library meeting rooms

You probably won't be able to hold 
political gatherings, or sell products, or 
hold a birthday party or other private party 
in the new large meeting room or board 
room in the new Belleville Area District 
Library when it is open. 

But homeowners' associations, civic 
organizations and groups that bring 
information but don't promote how to vote, 
like the League of Women Voters would 
probably be welcome. 

At the regular meeting of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board on Sept. 10, 
vice chairperson Mary Jane Dawson, who 
chairs the policy subcommittee, reported 
on preliminary discussions on a new library 
use policy for the new building. 

Dawson said the committee discussed 
having a room deposit that would be a cash 
or check, which would be returned if the 
room was in order when the people leave. 
She said they decided no credit card would 
be accepted because it is too hard to credit 
the card for the refund. 

And, they are discussing whether to charge 
to set up a room for a meeting or charge to 
put away the chairs after a meeting. 

She said committee members agreed 
that library-sponsored events will take 
precedence in scheduling and they would 
not allow birthday parties, showers, or 
other private parties. 

Board member John Juriga said Mayor 
Burcroff in Romulus has set up a prayer 
breakfast at the Romulus Athletic Club for 
a political fundraiser. He said the city is 
part owner of the athletic club. 


Board members agreed that kind of event 
would not be allowed at the new library.. 

Dawson said an application form will 
have to be designed. She said the plan is 
to require those submitting applications 
to apply in person and not just call on the 
phone. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said they 
want to talk to the applicant in person to 
make sure there is good communication. 

And, Dawson said, no wine would be 
allowed in the two rooms. 

Board member Joy Cichewicz asked 
about businesses selling things or profit 
tutoring, or scented oil sales. 

Dawson said many things have yet to be 
determined. 

Board chairperson Sharon Peters said 
public officials who are already elected 
would be able to come and provide 
information on that office, but not if the 
person is campaigning. 

"Nothing is set in stone," Dawson said 
of the proposed policy. "It's all talk now." 

Cichewicz asked if the library could 
bump a reservation for an event, if the 
reserved event is 30 or 60 days in advance 
and the library needs it for something. 

Suchy said they probably would keep 
reservations to 30 days in advance because 
thats how far in advance the library 
schedules so it wouldn't be a problem. 

Suchy said they probably would have to 
live with the policy for a while to see how 
it is working. 

Board secretary Alma Hughes-Grubbs 
asked if the new library could be used 
as an emergency shelter and Juriga said 
it couldn’t because it had no showers or 


kitchen. 

Dawson said the subcommittee also is 
considering a policy for the bulletin board 
and it is waiting to hear back from library 
attorney John Day. 

They want to have a place where kids 
can post when they are looking for grass 
cutting or baby sitting jobs. A binder for 
commercial businesses is being considered, 
she said. 

In other business at the one-hour-and 20 
minute meeting, the board: 

* Authorized library millages, approved 
by voters, to be on the December 2019 tax 
bill: .693 mill for operations (originally .7 
mill), .7425 mill for operations (originally 
.75 mill) and .62 mill to pay off bonds for 
construction of the new libraries. The two 
operations millages were reduced by the 
Headlee rollback; 

* Approved sub-contractors bids 
for the Sumpter branch renovation as 
recommended by CS Construction 
Management and added the document as an 
addendum to the lease agreement between 
the library and Sumpter Township; 

* Approved payment of $200,000 to 
Sumpter Township as construction money 
for the Sumpter library branch as outlined 
in the district library agreement; 

* Heard Suchy report that long-time 
student assistant Mikail Demery is moving 
to France to spend a year teaching English 
to grade schoolers. She graduated from 
college last spring. Library assistant and 
longtime employee Joe Lebron is leaving 
after 14 years for a job in the public sector 
in Ann Arbor. He started at the library 
when he was 16. Also, Hilary Savage is 


running unopposed for a seat on the TLN 
Shared Automation System Users’ Group 
to represent Group 3. The group makes 
decisions on technology, budget, and 
policy for the shared system; 

* Heard Suchy report that the library 
received the 2018-19 penal fine check 
from Wayne County for $107,684.74. This 
represents about a $13,000 increase from 
last year and a $67,000 increase from 
the previous year due to the district court 
assessing penal fines based upon local 
ordinances rather than state ordinances; 

* Heard Cichewicz report on the progress 
in construction. for the new library 
building next to the present library and 
the renovations in Sumpter for the branch 
library. She said the same furniture has 
been ordered for both buildings to keep 
things equal; 

* Heard Hughes-Grubbs report on the 
marketing subcommittee and plans for 
a Book Brigade in early 2020 (a soft 
opening), a Mardi Gras celebration on 
Feb 24 in the old library building with a 
brass band, a Donor Program in June with 
a tour of the library and possible wine, a 
grand opening in July with live music and 
refreshments, resumption of the Garden 
Tour on July 19, and participation in the 
local festivals; and 

* Heard Dawson thank Juriga for all 
he does for the community, including his 
recent garage sale with proceeds going to 
the food closet. She also gave a talk on 
the significance of 9/11, Flight 93, and 
Bengazi.

Nov. 5 absentee 
ballots to be 
available as of Sat. 


The Nov. 5 election is warming up and 
this year we can vote from home without 
an excuse because of last year’s decision 
by voters. Absentee ballots are supposed 
to be sent out or available as of Sept. 21. 
That’s a Saturday, so we probably couldn’t 
get ballots until Monday. 

Van Buren Public Schools voters will 
decide on a new bond that will cost them 
nothing new. The old bonds that built the 
new high school were refinanced and with 
less interest this could have saved the 
taxpayers money. 

But the plan is to offer voters a new bond 
that will cost them zero increase until the 
very end when it outlasts the original bond. 
Keep paying 2.85 mills. 

The $35 million it will bring will build 
an Early Childhood Center on the former 
St. Anthony property next to the railroad 
tracks — plus lots of maintenance and new 
stuff for the present buildings. 

The Nov. 5 ballot also will carry a 
question for City of Belleville voters on 
whether they want to have a public safety 
assessment of up to 2 mills. This is an 
advisory vote since the council can levy 
the assessment without permission from 
voters. The council wants to know what 
voters think before the council votes. 

And, city voters will elect two council 
members for 4-year terms, plus reelect the 
mayor who is unopposed. 

It's time to start paying attention to what's 
on the Nov. 5 ballot. It's going to cost you.

weather forecast office and state and local 
emergency managers. 

StormReady started in 1999 with seven 
communities in the Tulsa, OK, area. 
There are nearly 3,000 StormReady sites 
in the United States. Sumpter Township 
became the first unincorporated township 
in Michigan to be granted the StormReady 
designation. 

On Sept. 10, Sumpter Township hosted a 
StormReady award ceremony as part of the 
township board meeting. At the ceremony 
the NWS weather forecast office in White 
Lake presented a recognition letter and 
special StormReady signs to township 
officials. 

The StormReady recognition will be 
in effect for three years when Sumpter 
Township will go through a recertification 
process. 


To be recognized as StormReady, a site 
must: 

* Establish a 24-hour warning point and 
emergency operations center; 

* Have more than one way to receive 
severe weather forecasts and warnings and 
to alert the public; 

* Create a system that monitors local 
weather conditions; 

* Promote the importance of public 
readiness through multiple outreach 
efforts; and 

* Develop a formal hazardous weather 
plan, which includes training severe 
weather spotters and holding emergency 
exercises. 

“The United States is the most severe 
weather-prone region of the world. The 
mission of the National Weather Service 
is to reduce the loss of life and property 
from these storms, and StormReady will 
help us create better prepared communities 
throughout the country," Pollman said.

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Sumpter board approves changes in 
building fee schedule, applications

Sumpter Township has approved new fee 
schedules and application documents for the 
Building Department that raises some rates and 
reduces some. 

At the Sept. 10 regular meeting the board 
approved the documents as presented by Trustee 
Tim Rush. The documents had been tabled at 
the Aug. 27 meeting for more information. 

Trustee Don LaPorte pointed out the new $275 
fee for new construction would save the resident 
money. Trustee Rush said a 1,500 square-foot 
home would save $150 for electrical under the 
changes. 

Trustee LaPorte said some charges went down 
and one went up by $3. 

Rush said they had compared Sumpter’s rates 
with surrounding communities to come up with 
these fees. Included in the packet of information 
were comparisons with Huron, Ash, Monroe, 
and Van Buren townships. 

According to a memo in the packet, in January, 
the department restructured the way inspections 
for resale/rental permits are conducted, to 
provide services to the residents beyond what 
could be provided with the old method of 
performing resale inspections. 

Originally, the building inspector would 
perform one initial inspection, detailing the 
required fixes to the seller or home-buyer and 
would then perform a final inspection after the 
fixes had been made. 

Now they have all four trades performing 
initial inspections with the building inspector 
performing the final, to ensure all fixes have 
been made. It is with this in mind that the fee 
has been raised from $150 per permit by an 
additional $75 per permit, in order to more 
adequately cover the cost of each inspector 
going out to the home in question. 

In other business at the Sept. 10 meeting, the 
board: 

* Approved $17,549.99 more than was allocated 
(including contingency) for the $140,635 Willis 
Road Sanitary Sewer Lining Program being 
done by Inland Waters Pollution Control, Inc., 
of Detroit. The work was expected to be done 
within seven days, but the project required more 
than seven shorter installations with multiple 
mobilizations and additional labor, traffic and 
bypass requirements. There reportedly were 
extraordinary ground conditions, heavy ground 
water, and high flows. The township's consulting 
engineer Ryan Kern of Hennessey explained the 
work and said this is phase one of the project. 
He said they also went in and grouted all the 


manholes that were leaking because of the high- 
water table. Kern said all the work was done by 
mid June. Trustee Matthew Oddy said he would 
like to see change orders come in during the 
project, not so far after it is done; 

* Heard township attorney Rob Young report 
on his activities over the last month, including 
seven hours spent on the lease and development 
agreement for the branch library. He said the 
branch library will be finished by the end of 
October and it will benefit the entire community. 
Young also thanked Trustee Rush for his efforts 
to get the township Skyready, with "relentless 
updates, sometimes twice a day"; 

* Heard Trustee Oddy say he would like to 
have the board work on the issue of pay for 
employee Erica Campbell, which has not 
been settled. He also asked Young to push 
Nationwide for pension accounts that should be 
sent to each employee, not just reporting to the 
township. He said it's been eight months since 
pension accounts became a problem; 

* Heard Mary Ban again speak about the 
uncut brush that is making intersections unsafe. 
She also said she sent a message to the head 
Washtenaw County engineer asking them to 
widen Rawsonville Road as they did from 
the freeway to Huron River Drive. She said 
between 3 and 5 p.m. traveling the road is a 
public safety hazard because of all the traffic. 
It needs to be widened and a turn lane put in, 
she said. She also asked for a handrail to be put 
on the step outside the side door. She said it's 
a high step and she was unsteady using it and 
Jewell Butler almost fell there; 

* Heard former Treasurer Peggy Morgan say 
she talked with a representative of Comcast 
who told her they have standard lines that come 
in, not HD, and haven't done anything different 
to cause reception problems for the township's 
government access channel. Morgan said he 
told her he didn't want to come to a township 
meeting and be in between the township and 
who they hired to put in the new system. He 
said they just let the township access the 
system and don't do anything else. He also 
said residents can have their lines checked. 
Morgan said the humming on the township 
cable channel is terrible. In commenting on the 
pension problems, she called it, “a big mess that 
Scott [Holtz] got us into and there's no hope of 
getting us out of it soon..." Attorney Young said 
Holtz opted not to pay the fee, when the pension 
account was transferred to MERS, which 
brought on the present problems. “I didn’t think 
when he proposed it that it had anything to do 
with the board," Morgan said.

of fun with a four-wheeler at Grace Lake 
recently. He said the sod has been torn up 
and tire tracks go up and down the stairs of 
the office building, but there is no major 
damage to the concrete.
